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Rage and chaos at BID meeting

FURIOUS exchanges, 
clapping, jeering and 
more than 140 interrup¬ 
tions gave a bear pit at¬ 
mosphere to a 
beleaguered annual 
meeting of Weymouth 
Business Improvement 
District. 

Board members were 
on the back foot from 
the word go after the 
start had to be delayed 
for 15 minutes so audi¬ 
ence seating could be 
more than doubled be¬ 
cause of a queue of 
people trying to sign in 
to the meeting at the 
Royal Hotel. 

Once inside there was 
no quarter given by 
levy payers deeply con¬ 


cerned at what was 
happening to their BID 
money, how it was 
being spent and how 
angry they were at poor 
communication by the 
Board. 

Many left the meeting 
deeply unsatisfied at 
what they had heard in¬ 
cluding gift shop owner 
Chris Steadman who 
told the View: “It was a 
farce. 

“The Board came 
across as totally arro¬ 
gant and I shall be try¬ 
ing to reach as many 
levy payers as I can to 


table a vote of no con¬ 
fidence in the Board at 
an extraordinary gen¬ 
eral meeting as early in 
the New Year as possi¬ 
ble.” 

Earlier the most 
heated exchange came 
when a seething Coun¬ 
cillor Francis Drake ac¬ 
cused the Board of the 
“underhand” sacking of 
a former director, Bob 
Rezaei, for asking 
questions they didn’t 
like; a claim BID joint 
chairman Alison 
Theobold strongly de¬ 
nied, claiming it was

for “non-professional 
conduct”. 

But the tone of the 
meeting had been set 
with events swinging 
from intense question¬ 
ing of the Board to 
what one onlooker de¬ 
scribed as debate of al¬ 
most “schoolyard 


squabble” proportions. 

Councillor Drake also 
claimed confusion over 
what he said were 
“seven different consti¬ 
tutions” available to 
members, but he was 
told the constitution 
was not on agenda dis¬ 
cussion topics and had 


only been included “for 
the purposes of trans¬ 
parency”. 

That transparency fi¬ 
nally saw Alison 
Theobold admit that 
“technically we don’t 
have a constitution”. 

She added that

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Osprey Leisure Centre halved energy 


OSPREY Leisure Centre on Portland has saved more 
than £120,000 on energy costs over the past three 
years by working closely with energy experts. 

Success has seen the centre recognised by Wessex 
FM and awarded the Going Green business award 
sponsored by Danmoor Lodge Residential Home. 

In 2010 the management team at Osprey realised 
that if they did not invest in reducing energy costs the 
centre would not survive. 

So the team joined forces with two experts, consult¬ 
ant Wendy Carmichael who advises on improving re¬ 
source efficiency and Dr Bob Hardwick of Lean 
Energy who is an expert in energy conservation. 

The annual utility bill at Osprey in 2010 was around 
£120,000. Less than three years on and with the help 
of a loan from the Carbon Trust, the energy bill for 


the centre in 2014 will be just £60,000. 

Wendy Carmichael said: “What impressed me about 
the Osprey project was that the management set their 
ambitions high and, with a forward thinking manager 
in Nigel Williams and the help of Dr Hardwick, the 
team embraced new technology.” 

Dr Bob Hardwick has now been working with the 
Leisure Centre since 2006 when the building was 
handed over by a lease from Cromer Homes to Os¬ 
prey Leisure Centre. 

Osprey has used many tactics to reduce energy costs 
since then including pool covers, lighting, air han¬ 
dling and water control. 

Dr Hardwick said: “We are now confident that we 
have “lean energy” consumption at the centre, so now 
is the perfect time to invest in renewable energy from

amendments had been 
made and she hoped levy 
payers would comment 
on the proposed 
amended constitution 
ahead of a vote “but we 
cannot call a vote on this 
today”, to which one 
wag replied: “Well why 
don’t you call a meeting 
when we can vote!” 

There was then a 
shambolic attempt at 
voting for new Board 
members with some 
people having voting 
slips, some having none 
and the appearance of 
mass voting against 
Board nominations. 

Butcher Dennis Spurr, 
who is a BID director, 
rounded on Board crit¬ 
ics, saying he only 
joined the BID a year 
ago to give something 
back to the town since 
when it had been “the 
same antagonists who 
are causing all the trou¬ 
ble”. 

The BID will collect 
£1.5 million over five 
years from more than 
500 businesses and use it 
to try and encourage 
more visitors into Wey¬ 
mouth to boost business, 
but other speakers said 
“We are all against you 
because we don’t see a 
return for our money”. 

But Alison Theobald 
said: “We are really glad 
there are a lot of you 
here. We want to do 


something to help the 
town and we need your 
help to do it. We don’t 
need people to beat us 
with sticks.” 

She welcomed “an ex¬ 
cellent suggestion” from 
Andy Cooke that, if the 
Board was handing out 
business, it would make 
sense for the BID web¬ 
site to have a section 
where people could be 
made aware of what they 
could tender for. 

The Board also re¬ 
butted claims that BID 
manager Nigel Reed was 
earning £90,000. The 
Board said his salary, 
that of two part-time 
staff and the cost of 
training only came to 
£42,000. 


Alison Theobald said 
one of the biggest criti¬ 
cisms of the Board was 
poor communication, 
something it was looking 
to tackle through regular 
surgeries on a regular 
day for a couple of hours 
when people could say 
exactly what they 
wanted the Board to do. 

Another speaker said 
he hadn’t noticed any 
benefit from the BID 
whatsoever or any extra 
business drawn into 
town, but Mr Spurr said 
businesses had to make 
the effort to attract cus¬ 
tomers inside their busi¬ 
nesses once visitors had 
been encouraged into 
town, perhaps changing 
their business front to 


suit an individual event. 

The meeting had been 
opened by Alison 
Theobold who said 
progress was being made 
on the BID’s five-year 
plan with camera 
recorders being used to 
measure visitor footfall 
to provide data to en¬ 
courage new retailers to 
Weymouth. 

After the meeting BID 
joint chairman Alistair 
Clarke said: “We ex¬ 
pected difficulties at the 
first annual meeting. 

“We don’t think we did 
that badly during the 
first year. We have re¬ 
ceived a lot of com¬ 
plaints and we will be 
working hard to deal 
with them.”

sources such as solar power and heat pumps. 


“The government is very keen to get us all to move 
away from gas, so the site will be paid a Renewable 
Heat Incentive (RHI) under the national scheme to 
support the installation costs. 

“The installation is ground-breaking because it in¬ 
creases the amount of renewable energy supplied by 
this heat pump system to more than off-set, by a factor 
of two, the costs of operating it. 

“The results of the system will be measured very 
carefully and the energy savings and RHI income 
will, we predict, reduce the current £60,000 annual 
energy bill at Osprey to under £20,000.

POLICE are appealing for witnesses after a van 
collided with a car driven by an elderly woman. 

The accident happened at about 10.00am on No¬ 
vember 14th at the junction of Chickerell Road and 
Abbotsbury Road, Weymouth, near the Admiral 
Hardy public house. 

Police say the victim, a woman in her seventies, 
was driving in a Smart car when another vehicle, 
possibly a dark coloured Ford Transit van, collided 
with the back of her car. 

The driver of the van, described as a young man, 
stopped and walked the elderly victim home. She 
lives nearby and was slightly hurt, but the man left 
before she could obtain any details about him or 
his vehicle. 

PC Neil Fitch, of Weymouth Police, said: “I 
would like to speak with the driver of this van to 
establish the circumstances of the collision. 

“I also urge any witnesses to the collision to come 
forward and contact police.”

Affray incident at pub 

A MAN has been arrested after an alleged affray in 
Weymouth. 

Police say the incident happened at about 1.00am 
on November 16th outside the Actors pub in 
Maiden Street when a disturbance broke out a bottle 
was thrown at a crowd of people outside the venue 
and one woman was racially abused. It is under¬ 
stood one woman sustained cuts to her leg as a re¬ 
sult of the bottle smashing. 

Police Constable Elaine Leader, of Weymouth Po¬ 
lice, said: “I am keen to trace this woman who was 
injured during the incident. 

“I would like to hear from anyone who witnessed 
what happened outside the Actors pub in the early 
hours of Sunday morning. 

“Anyone with information that may assist my in¬ 
vestigation should contact Dorset Police.” 

A 20-year-old man from Poole was arrested on 
suspicion of affray and has been released on police 
bail until mid-December pending further enquiries.

Three arrested after stabbing 

THREE men have been arrested after a man was 
stabbed in Weymouth. 

Police say the incident happened in Dorchester 
Road at 2.34am on November 19th. 

Officers said it was “a serious incident” where a 
29-year-old local man sustained what appeared to be 
stab wounds. He was taken to Dorset County Hos¬ 
pital for treatment where his condition was said to 
be “serious but not life threatening”. 

A second man, aged 30 and from Weymouth, was 
taken to Poole Hospital for treatment for a swollen 
eye and jaw. 

Detective Constable Lucy Cummings, of Wey¬ 
mouth CID, said: “I am appealing for anyone who 
saw or heard anything in the area of Dorchester 
Road in the early hours of Wednesday, November 
19th, to contact me. All calls will be treated in strict 
confidence.” 

Three men aged 28,29 and 30 all from Weymouth 
have been arrested and are currently assisting police 
with their enquiries.

Seal pup found on beach 

A SEAL pup is being nursed back to health 
after being abandoned on Abbotsbury 
beach. 

The grey seal was found by fishermen on 
Sunday (November 23rd) in a state of dehy¬ 
dration but is now being looked after at West 
Hatch Animal Centre, nearTaunton. 

Roz Buckley from the centre described the 
seal as "skinny" as it only weighs 14kg, when 
young seals usually weigh around 40kg. 

She said it was possible its mother was 
young and had ended up further along the 
South West coast than usual, and given birth 
to the pup on the beach at Abbotsbury. 

The pup is said to be doing "really well"and 
"looking really well hydrated"and is being fed 
fish soup as a substitute for its mother's milk. 

Once the pup weighs about 45kg it will be 
reintroduced to the wild off Devon. 

The RSPCA said it was "very rare" to find a 
seal in the area as there are no nearby 
colonies and they are normally found off the 
coasts of Wales, Somerset, Devon and Corn¬ 
wall.

ATTRACTIVE new housing in 
Easton Square, Portland, has won 
Weymouth Civic Society’s cov¬ 
eted annual award for 2014. 

The small group of two houses 
and three flats on the west side of 
the square are in a conservation 
area next to the methodist church 
hall and church”. 

The society added: “These at¬ 
tractive new houses are built of 
Portland stone with slate roofs and 
sliding sash windows. 

“They blend with the locality in 
materials and detail, creating a 
link between the simple style of 
the traditional Portland dwellings 
nearby and the more robust Victo¬ 
rian Gothic design of the church 
and church hall adjacent. 

“Altogether the new develop¬ 
ment brings a distinctive character 
and harmony to this side of Easton 
Square, considerably enhancing 
the area.” 


Developer and building contrac¬ 
tor MJC Builders and architects 
Paul Dean Associates received the 
honour during an awards evening 
at the Nothe Fort in Weymouth, 
recognising special projects within 
the built environment. 

Society chairman Mary Bennett 
said: “This year there have not 
been many projects nominated for 
the annual awards but those we 
have seen are worthy candidates. 
They are all relatively small in 
scale, no major developments.” 

“Most awards are for new build¬ 
ings replacing inferior or inappro¬ 
priate ones, resulting in a very real 
improvement”. 

A special award went to the Wild 
About Weymouth & Portland 
Partnership which commissioned 
waypoints for its legacy trail from 
Littlemoor to Portland Bill at im¬ 
portant viewpoints or landscape 
features of special interest. 


The society said: “Each is 
unique but all are constructed of 
Portland stone to blend with their 
surroundings. Some are in the 
form of artistic dry stone walling, 
skilfully designed and executed 
with graceful curves.” 

The drystone work by Shaun 
Seaman and sculptures by Port¬ 
land Sculpture & Quarry Trust and 
Sarah Gilpin were all praised. 

Other awards included Certifi¬ 
cates of Merit for The Joinery at 
Pebble Lane, Chiswell, Portland, 
and to New Cottage at Upwey 
Mill, Weymouth. 

The Society also presented three 
Letters of Appreciation for the

WEYMOUTH Com¬ 
munity Safety Centre 
will be hosting the 
launch of the Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
Dementia Action Al¬ 
liance (DAA) on 
Thursday, November

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Mayor, Councillor 
Kate Wheller, will at¬ 
tend and make official 
the area’s commitment 
to supporting people 
living with dementia. 

DAA co-ordinator for 
the Alzheimer’s Soci¬ 
ety, Jo Bazalgette, said 
that ever increasing 
numbers of people liv¬ 
ing with dementia 
meant it was crucial for 
communities to come 


together to help them 
live the best quality of 
life possible. 

It is estimated that 
Dorset, excluding 
Bournemouth and 
Poole,has 8,500 people 
living with dementia 
and that between 2009 
and 2025 this is ex¬ 
pected to double, so it 
is crucial that commu¬ 
nities act now to ensure 
that people are well 
supported and get help 
to live well in spite of 
their illness. 

An Alzheimer’s Soci¬ 
ety paper recently pub¬ 
lished shows that 35 
per cent of people who 
have dementia leave 
their homes once a 
week or less. Two 
thirds of those people 


said that they lack the 
confidence to go out 
for fear of getting con¬ 
fused or lost or of being 
a burden to people. 

Jo Bazalgette said: 
“This is a situation 
which needs to change. 
Everyone has the right 
to feel supported within 
their community. 

“In Weymouth and 
Portland there has been 
an enthusiastic re¬ 
sponse to the project 
which proves that peo¬ 
ple are absolutely will¬ 
ing to make small 
adjustments to their 
businesses or services 
which will make a big 
difference to people 
living with dementia. 

“The more people are 
aware of dementia the 


more confidence peo¬ 
ple will have to live as 
active a life as possible 
despite their illness.” 

Organisations in the 
area have already 
started pledging to treat 
customers and service 
users who are living 
with dementia with pa¬ 
tience and respect. 

More businesses and 
services will be ap¬ 
proached over the next 
few months with the 
aim of raising aware¬ 
ness of dementia and 
increasing the member¬ 
ship of the alliance.

Dorset yearbook reveals new treasures 



ONE of the world’s most 
famous poems, ‘The Sol¬ 
dier’, is commemorated 
in the 2015 Dorset Year 
Book. 

It was written in 1914 
by Sub-Lieutenant Ru¬ 
pert Brooke while train¬ 
ing at Blandford Camp 
with the Royal Naval Di¬ 
vision. Its lines include: 
“If I should die, think 
only this of me, that 
there’s some corner of a 
foreign field that is for¬ 
ever England." 

The work is published 
by The Society of Dorset 
Men which has increased 
this edition’s pages from 
166 to 214. 

It contains a varied se¬ 
lection of interesting ar¬ 
ticles, historic and 
topical, on the life and 
times of Dorset people, 
events, towns and vil¬ 
lages incorporating 

many interesting photo¬ 
graphs and illustrations. 

Year Book Editor 
Trevor Vacher-Dean 
said: “I never realised 
how it would take over 
my life. I feel like the 
keeper of a treasure 
house. I hope our readers 
enjoy this Year Book and 
also appreciate what a 
labour of love it has been 
for all who have made a 
contribution." 

Contents include Peter 


Pitman, then at Portland 
Secondary Modern 
School, who remembers 
leaving Easton station at 
7.15am one morning, to 
travel to the Festival of 
Britain in 1951. Lunch 
was provided on the 
train: steak & kidney pie, 
followed by ice cream! 

Palmers Brewery at 
Bridport, ‘a 221 year 
success story,’ is chroni¬ 
cled by Michel Hooper- 
Immins, who reveals 
some 50,000 pints of real 
ale are produced every 
week in the thatched 
brewhouse, which dates 
from 1794 in the times of 
King George III. 

The life of countryman 
Frank Palmer, born at 
Upcerne in 1915,is sum¬ 
marised by Philip Knott. 
‘At the age of ten, Frank 
was milking four cows 
before and after school.’ 
In the 1920s a fleet of 
charabancs took children 
from all the local schools 
on outings to Weymouth. 

The front cover and 
eight colour plates are re¬ 
productions of paintings 
by Arthur Cecil Fare 
(1876-1958). The front 
cover shows St. Peters 
Church and High East 
Street in Dorchester 
while other plates in¬ 
clude Milton Abbas and 
Corfe Castle. 


Steve White recalls the 
tented army camp at 
Balard Down, north of 
Swanage, ‘by October 
1914, the presence of 
troops began to have 
negative effects on the 
people of the town; petty 
thefts- resulting in the 
early closure of licensed 
premises!" 

The Portland Railway 
closed 50 years ago. 
Brian Jackson has re¬ 
searched the branch line 
where trains began run¬ 
ning in 1865. The First 
World War brought mili¬ 
tary and naval personnel 


to the island including 
ambulance trains to the 
Naval Hospital. 

The Kohima Epitaph is 
spoken at every Act of 
Remembrance and the 
Rev Dr John Travell 
relates how the Dorset 
Regiment defeated a 
large Japanese force in 
April 1944. The Second 
Battalion defended Ko¬ 
hima Ridge, the last ob¬ 
stacle on the road to 
India.

Seventies shenanigans on the quayside 


IT’S amazing what can come to 
light with the passing of the 
years. 

All quayside quips at the mo¬ 
ment are about the impending 
sale and demolition of the coun¬ 
cil offices and what will be built 
in their place. 

I’d venture to suggest that 
every resident in the entire town 
should keep a stem eye on what 
is being proposed so we don’t 
have a repeat of damage to the 
historical environment which 
cast such disgrace when the 
council offices were built in the 
1970s. 

Several of my readers have 
kindly provided me with even 
more information about the go¬ 
ings-on four decades ago when 
plans were submitted for the 
new council offices which in¬ 
volved swatting aside poorly 
maintained Tudor homes as if 
they were ramshackle chicken 
houses. 

There was a public inquiry, an 
event particularly generated by 
two conservation minded archi¬ 


tects, Eric Ricketts and Ernest 
Walmsley-Lewis. 

They highlighted the obvious 
and grievous loss of historic 
buildings and the street plan, but 
there were also considerable 
doubts about the "real" inten¬ 
tions of the council. 

Apparently the inspector con¬ 
ducting the inquiry specifically 
asked the council's barrister: 
"Was there actually room for the 
council offices, the public li¬ 
brary and the health centre and 
all the associated car parking on 
the site," which the council was 
suggesting? 

He was assured that there was 
which is why there is a small car 
park either side of the main 
council offices block. 

But you can look there until 
hell freezes over and you won’t 
find hide nor hair of either the 
health centre or the library, un¬ 
derlining the council’s unique 
skill in providing their own spe¬ 
cial interpretation of provision 
of public services which contin¬ 
ues to this day. 


Eric Ricketts and Ernest 
Walmsley-Lewis may have lost 
the war but they made sure they 
won a few battles, scouring the 
demolition of the area to make 
as many sketches, notes and 
measurements as they could in 
the very short time available. 

Of special interest was the 
Tudor harbour master's house 
where Eric Ricketts bravely 
went as far as entering the house 
during demolition and removing 
the staircase balusters. 

They proved to be almost the 
only items rescued and they now 
form the alter rail in St Anne's 
Church at Radipole. 

My bride and I actually stood 
there in St Anne’s when we mar¬ 
ried there in 1983 but it is only 
very recently that I have been 
sent details about the altar rail 
and its connection with the old 
harbour master’s house. 

It seems the rail will outlive 
the council offices and quite 
right too. There is more histori¬ 
cal worth in them than the entire 
council offices put together.

WELL seagulls have really gone 
and done it now! 

Mind you, squawking through 
the two-minute silence at Remem¬ 
brance services was always going 
to be unpopular. 

The result has been a certain 
amount of public criticism sent to 
councillors with some fairly inno¬ 
vative suggestions on how the 
seagulls can be dealt with. 

One of the more aggressive ideas 
was to bring along a hawk to scare 
them away from the service area 
near the cenotaph. 

But, as one councillor pointed 
out, that might just swap the 
squawking of seagulls for the 
screeching of the hawk! 

I like my suggestion a lot better. 
Wait until five minutes before the 
service starts and then scatter a 
couple of plates of chips on the 
Pavilion car park.

Firearms amnesty sees more 
than 90 weapons handed in 


A GUN surrender campaign has 
ended in Dorset with more than 90 
weapons handed in. 

Dorset Police ran the two-week 
campaign between Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 3rd and Sunday 16th to encour¬ 
age anyone holding an illegally-held 
firearm to dispose of it safely. 

The initiative was aimed at local 
people in the community who wished 
to hand in unwanted firearms and 
help take guns out of circulation per¬ 
manently. 

It also gave licence holders the op¬ 
portunity to surrender weapons they 
no longer had use for. 

A total of 93 firearms were surren¬ 
dered to stations across Dorset during 
the campaign. This included: 31 
handguns, 11 air rifles, 27 shotguns, 
seven air pistols, six BB guns, four 
replica guns, five rifles, one humane 
killer and one bird scarer. A large 
amount of ammunition was also 
handed in. 

Operational Support Superintend¬ 
ent Nicky Searle, from Dorset Police, 
said: “We are extremely pleased at 
the success of this firearms surrender 
and would like to thank everyone 
who took part. 

“The vast majority of these surren¬ 
dered firearms were not being used 
in criminal activity. Our aim is to 
stop guns falling into the wrong 
hands. Every gun given up is one less 
that poses a threat or that criminals 
can potentially get hold of. 


“I would like to remind residents 
that Dorset is a very safe place to live 
with very low levels of gun-related 
crime. 

“Levels of illegally held firearms 
are low but this surrender was a real 
opportunity for members of the pub¬ 
lic to relinquish any weapons that 
may be outside the law.” 

Individuals taking part in the cam¬ 
paign received an amnesty for pos¬ 
session of the firearm at the point of 
surrender to a lawful authority. It did 
not provide immunity from prosecu¬ 
tion if the weapon was found to have 
been used unlawfully. 

A small number of firearms handed 
in during the gun surrender will be 
submitted to The National Ballistics 
Intelligence Service (NABIS) for ex¬ 
amination. Any guns that are proved 
to be linked to a crime will be kept as 
evidence and retained for any future 
court case proceedings. 

A previous firearms amnesty staged 
in Dorset in 2003 saw more than 300 
firearms handed over to police.

Cllr Gould, who rep¬ 
resents the Sherborne 
division, said: "I have 
taken on county council 
leadership responsibili¬ 
ties for a period of up to 
six weeks. 

“This arrangement is 
similar to what would 
happen in the case of 
illness or absence, and 
is in line with our con¬ 
stitutional rules. 

“It will allow us to 
continue the vital work 
of the county council, 
with the minimum of 
disruption.

East Boro calendar goes on sale 


POLICE and Crime Commissioners 
(PCCs) across England and Wales are 
helping to shape how organisations will 
work together better to make sure that 
people in crisis receive urgent mental 
health care. 

PCCs are therefore committing to work 
with agencies across England and Wales 
to develop a joint plan of action for how 
they will work together to improve serv¬ 
ices. 

The Mental Health Crisis Care Concor¬ 
dat is a national agreement between serv¬ 
ices and agencies involved in the care and 
support of people in crisis. 

It sets out how organisations will work 
together to make sure that people in crisis 
receive urgent mental health care. All 
PCCs have already signed up to the 
agreement and local plans are being put 
together. 


Dorset PCC Martyn Underhill is chair¬ 
ing a workshop at today’s Partnership 
Summit on reducing the use of Section 
136 of the Mental Health Act. 

He said: “We need to make sure that the 
vulnerable receive the right care, at the 
right time and in the right place. They 
need to be looked after by a health care 
professional, not by a police officer and 
not in a police cell. 

“The Mental Health Concordat brings 
PCCs and partner agencies together under 
a joint approach for assessing and im¬ 
proving the care of people in mental 
health crisis. 

We are leading work to develop action 
plans to deliver the Mental Health Con¬ 
cordat’s principles. In several areas of the 
country, including Dorset and Stafford¬ 
shire, pilot street triage schemes to im¬ 
prove mental health care for those in 


crisis have been recognised by the Home 
Secretary. 

“The police have a role in helping those 
in mental health crisis but they should not 
be relied upon. Their role should be to 
identify the vulnerable and flag up issues 
to agencies but this only works if health 
services are available 24 hours a day. 

“We need to foster closer relationships 
with health agencies across the country 
and ensure that the vulnerable receive the 
most appropriate care.” 

Some areas have already seen signifi¬ 
cant reduction in use of SI36 following 
introduction of local plans. More than 
half the forces across England and Wales 
now operate some form of street triage, 
delivering significantly improved re¬ 
sponses to those with mental health needs 
who come into contact with the criminal 
justice system. 


Police launch strategy to tackle alcohol misuse 


Police and Crime Commissioners (PCCs) 
from across the country have marked 
Alcohol Awareness Week by launching 
a national plan to tackle alcohol mis¬ 
use. 

With the annual cost to society of 
alcohol-related crime in England esti¬ 
mated at £11 bn, PCCs are doing in¬ 
creasing work to tackle misuse of 
alcohol. 

Commissioners are keen to work with 
partners such as local authorities, the 
third sector, Public Health England and 
businesses to tackle shared issues. 

Tony Hogg, Devon and Cornwall PCC 
and Chair of the APCC's Alcohol Work 


Group said:"Commissioners are already 
doing considerable work in their local 
areas to reduce alcohol related crime 
and misuse. This group will now pro¬ 
vide us with a powerful collective voice 
nationally to influence change and 
make a real difference. The cost of alco¬ 
hol misuse to our society is enormous, 
and we simply cannot allow this to con¬ 
tinue." 

Martyn Underhill, Dorset PCC, said: 
"Police and Crime Commissioners have 
a huge role to play, lobbying and chal¬ 
lenging government, partners and the 
industry to drive cultural change, im¬ 
prove legislation and improve health 


outcomes in relation to alcohol." 

Police commissioners agree to work 
together as a cross party group to 
champion and drive forward action on 
alcohol related crime by: 

• campaigning nationally and locally 
for improvements to the law, 

• raising awareness and educating 
drinkers to drive cultural change and 
reduce levels of harmful behaviour 

• working in partnership with polic¬ 
ing, health, third sector and industry 
partners to deliver a joined up and ef¬ 
fective response, and 

• helping to build the evidence base 
on alcohol related crime and harm.

A CAR with four youngsters in it smash¬ 
ing into woodland provided a graphic start 
to a Safe Drive Stay Alive presentation 
launching Brake Road Safety week in 
Dorset. 

A film of the fictional crash, backed up 
by real life incidents told by emergency 
service staff was staged at Weymouth 
Pavilion Theatre in front of 450 people in¬ 
cluding more than 330 students and young 
drivers. The final speaker was a father 
who had lost his son in a crash. 

The presentation was one of many 
events including free Dorset Driver Gold 
Courses for over-65s and special school 
visits to Weymouth Community Safety 
Centre being staged by Dorset Fire & 
Rescue Service and Safe Wise during the 
week to educate road users. 

Among those attending were more than 
Dorset Chief Fire Officer Darran Gunter 
and Dorset Fire Authority chairman, 
Councillor Rebecca Knox. 

Mr Gunter said: “The Pavilion event 
was very important. We ran real case stud¬ 
ies for hundreds of new young drivers and 
took them through some quite tragic 
choices, circumstances and consequences 
of actions on the road. Our aim was to 
save lives by changing lives.” 

Safe Drive Stay Alive was introduced to 
the audience by WCSC education officer 
Dave Allan who told the View: “A simple 
act on the road can have devastating con¬ 
sequences. 

“This event tried to portray those conse¬ 
quences to encourage young drivers to 
take responsibility for their actions and to 
ultimately become safer drivers. 

“Sixteen people have died on Dorset’s 


roads so far this year which is down on 
2013 but it is still 16 people who will not 
be seeing Christmas this year. The year 
has also seen 261 people seriously in¬ 
jured. 

“Anyone affected by the devastating ef¬ 
fects of losing a family member or friend 
in a serious road traffic collision knows 
that this type of initiative will help save 
lives in the future. This is why we are 
working during Road Safety Week to ed¬ 
ucate as many drivers as possible.” 

WCSC co-ordinator Vikki Thomas 
said: “The launch of Road Safety Week 
at Weymouth Pavilion saw young people 


from Kingston Maurward and Weymouth 
College, IPACA and Purbeck sixth forms 
and DFRS's own Modern Apprentices 
coming together for the first time to be 
immersed in one of our many education 
packages. 

“If any colleges or sixth forms have 
been unable to attend the launch, we can- 
provide packages at the centre on Radi- 
pole Lane to educate their young people 
and would recommend they contact us.”

WESTGALLERY 
MUSIC CONCERTS 

WEST Gallery Music is the name describing 
the harmony songs that used to be sung in 
English country churches from the 18th cen¬ 
tury onwards, usually accompanied by a 
band of musicians playing fiddle, serpent, 
trombone etc. The musicians and singers 
from the village would sit in what was 
known as the West Gallery in the 
church. The music was vibrant, full of life 
and is accessible today (as it was in its day) 
to all singers and instrumentalists, from am¬ 
ateur to professional. A number of rural 
churches in the South Dorset Ridgeway area 
have retained their West Galleries, and, as 
part of the Heritage lottery Funded South 
Dorset ridgeway Landscape Partnership 
projects, this style of music is being recre¬ 
ated by Artsreach with the help of a choir of 
local singers and musicians, led by folk mu¬ 
sicians Tim Laycockand Phil Humphries. 

The Ridgeway Singers and Band have 
explored carols from the Puddletown and 
Pulham manuscripts, and rehearsed two 
newly composed carols inspired by the 
South Dorset Ridgeway, and will present 
them as part of a special programme in two 
concert this winter at St Mary's, Puddletown 
on Sunday, November 30th, and St 
Swithun's, North Allington on Sunday, De¬ 
cember 14th. Both performances are at 
3.30pm. 
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ICE AGE ART 

British Museum Curator to give 
talk at Dorset County Museum 

IN 2013 the British Museum staged a unique exhibition of Ice Age Art, created 
between 40,000 and 10,000 years ago. It presented masterpieces of sculpture, 
ceramics, drawing and personal ornaments from all over Europe.These striking 
objects are now the subject of a fascinating talk at Dorset County Museum by 
the exhibition's curator, Jill Cook 

Jill is a Senior Curator and Deputy Keeper of the Department of Prehistory & 
Europe at The British Museum. She is an archaeologist whose interest in archae¬ 
ology began in Dorset as a teenager when she volunteered on Roman villa ex¬ 
cavations at Dewlish. At university the subject of her dissertation was Edward 
Cunnington and his excavations of Dorset barrows. Since then, she has special¬ 
ized in the deeper history of much earlier periods, investigating the archaeology 
of human evolution, as well as the history of archaeology. 

During her talk on Ice Age art at Dorset County Museum on 5 December, Jill 
Cook will show some of the master¬ 
pieces from the exhibition such as the 
British Museum's mammoth ivory 
sculpture of a pair of swimming rein¬ 
deer, plus the oldest known sculptures, 
drawings and musical instruments 
from Europe. Far from being simple ob¬ 
jects from a remote time, Jill will ex¬ 
plain how these works of art are 
important clues about the evolution of 
our brains and the development of 
modern human societies. 

The talk will start at 7.30pm and entry 
is free.The doors will open at 7pm and 
all donations to cover costs will be wel¬ 
come.

HAVING squandered a two goal lead 
against Cambridge City the previous 
week, Dorchester Town made sure 
they didn't fall foul again beating 
second placed Corby Town at The 
Avenue on Saturday.

PREVIOUS double winner Dudley 
Sterry, having failed to secure a hat- 
trick of victories last year in his super¬ 
charged MG J2, returned to the 
Southern Counties Hardy Classic Trial 
last weekend looking to achieve that 
elusive victory. 

But he was again denied the premier 
award when the conditions proved too 
much of a challenge for the venerable 
partnership. 

A maximum 12-point penalty on the 
third test means the elusive triple will 
have to wait for another year.

Undeterred, the entry of over 80 mo¬ 
torcycles and cars departed the South¬ 
ern Counties Shooting Lodge start with 
the challenge of 13 testing sections 
utilising old roads and farm tracks all 
with a steep gradient. 

The object of this sporting exercise, 


being the further up the section and/or 
gradient the car goes the less penalties 
accrued. If you reach the top then no 
penalties apply and the score is'O'or a 
'clean'as it is referred to in trialling. 

The first test, near Minterne Magna, 
allowed competitors to become accus¬ 
tomed to the conditions under wheel, 
with all but one of the motorcycles 
going clear and just two of the four 
wheel contingent accruing penalties. 

The first of two sections north of 
Maiden Newton started to test all cat¬ 
egories, with only five of the car classes 
netting zero penalties. 

Steady rainfall then made the condi¬ 
tions even more demanding which was 
illustrated when last year's winner, Carl 
Talbot dropped 10 penalty points on 
the fourth test of the day which was sit¬ 
uated just off of the A37 Dorchester to 
Yeovil road. 

Having given the initiative to Ian 
Davis in hisVW Buggy the Morris Trial- 
master pilot kept his focus and was 
back in contention by the time the 
event approached Bridport and 


Beaminster where Davis picked up a 
total of nine penalties on two tests, 
leaving his advantage as a tenuous sin¬ 
gle point. 

Both Talbot and Davis went clean at 
Meerhay, north of Beaminster, leaving 
the outcome open as they headed to 
the Mike's Mess test. Here the outcome 
of the event was determined. 

Davis received nine penalties but so 
did all of his rivals in the'specials'class 
with the exception of Talbot who 
cleared the section without penalty 
and took his second win on the Wool- 
bridge Motor Club organised event. 

The Class "O" category for more stan¬ 
dard machines saw a steady perform¬ 
ance by Weymouth Leige Sport driver 
Phil Hyde take him to the head of the 
division, but his performance was such 
that he won the Best Woolbridge 
Motor Club member award and was 
therefore taken out of the class order. 

This left an epic battle for the class 
win raging right until the end between 
the Suzuki x90 of Paul Brooks and John 
Tite from Lyons Gate. 


The Ford Jago driver progressively 
built an advantage on the early sec¬ 
tions but dropped five points at Meer¬ 
hay and lost a further three to his 
opponent on the penultimate section 
of the event to leave the scores level. 

The class honours went to the Jago 
man by virtue of his faster performance 
on a timed test, the results of which 
were employed to determine a winner 
in such circumstances. 

As in 2013 the motorcycle class B2 
catered for solo motorcycles between 
225cc and 450cc and again it provided 
the overall winner of the motorcycle 
event in the form of Gas Pampera rider 
Geoff Walker who, as he did last year, 
took his 237cc machine around the 
course without penalty.
